The body of John McMahon was 
found in the Mississippi river Wed* 
nesday morning by a party of Little 
Falls men who came here to prose­ 
cute the search for the missing man.

The articles of wearing apparel tal­ 
lied with that worn by McMahon 
when last seen and so certain were 
his friends that he had drowned him­ 
self, that on Sunday last dynamite 


w a s used in the river near the place 
where he was supposed to have gone 
into the water but it failed to raise 
the body. 
On Tuesday T. J. Mona­ 
han, Ed. Lavoy, Chas. Tanner, John 
Cherrierand John Davis arrived here 
from Little Falls pr- *ded with two 
batteaux, grappling hooks, dyna­ 
mite and everything necessary to 
make a thorough search of the bot­ 
tom of the river for the body and on 
Wednesday morning about 8 o ’clock 
their labors were rewarded, the body 
being located in twelve feet of water 
about sixty rods south of the bridge. 
Coronor Reimestead was 
notified 
but an inquest was not deemed nec­ 
essary and the party took the remains 
to Little Falls, lashing the two bat­ 
teaux together and floating down 
the river. 
No blame in the m atter can attach 
to the hospital authorities as Mc­ 
Mahon was allowed the freedom of 
the house and grounds the same as 
other patients who are able to be up 
and around. 
McMahon’s family are on their 
way from Ireland to Little Falls and 
are expected to arrive in a few davs 
and the case is an extremely gad one. 
The deceased carried 12000 life in­ 
surance in the Catholic Order of 
Foresters.

He had not been 
well for some time, and Dr. Traco, 
the company’s physician, who a t­ 
tended him, states that he was afflic­ 
ted with kidney troubles and melan­ 
cholia.

The extent to which American labor 
has gained in 
employment 
and in 
wages in the past four years, by re a­ 
son of 
the restoration of 
industrial 
activity in place of the dullness, de­ 
pression and enforced idleness of the 
desolate period following the free-trade 
experiment at tariff 
making in 1894 
cannot, for obvious reasons, be accu­ 
rately stated in figures. 
It is impossi­ 
ble for any but government agencies to 
cover the ground with anything like 
completeness. 
Employers of labor do 
not, as a rule, take kindly to inquiries 
as to facts 
concerning 
wages, gross 
sum of output, etc. 
Hence an unoffi­ 
cial poll of the industrial situation is 
certain to be attended with difficulties. 
The American Tariff Protective league, 
always exceptionally successful in this 
field, has just completed its Industrial 
census for the month of March, 1899, 
using that month as the basis of com­ 
parison with March. 1895. the former 
being nineteen months after the enact­ 
ment of' the Dingley tariff, while the 
latter was seven months after the en­ 
actment of the Wilson tariff of 1894. 
In the ease of the earlier period 
the 
country had considerably longer than 
seven months in which to settle down 
to an average level of results and con­ 
ditions, for the reason that the period 
of well-defined stagnation really began 
very soon after the election of Grover 
Cleveland in November, 1892. Counting 
the time during which domestic produ­ 
cers were engaged in reducing their 
scale of operations in anticipation 
of 
free-trade tariff times, together with 
the seven months of actual experience 
under a free-trade tariff, we have a to­ 
tal period of time practically the same 
as the nineteen months between Aug. 
1, 1897, and April 1, 1899. 


It is, however, to be borne in mind 
that our returns for March. 1899, flat­ 
tering and significant though they be, 
fall considerably short of adequately 
expressing the real progress made in 
nineteen months 
of 
practical protec­ 
tion. 
Everybody knows that a very 
important advance in the wage rate of 
the whole country has gone into effect 
since the close of March, 1899, our cen­ 
sus month. 
Therefore our census fails 
to present the full facts of 
increased 
prosperity 
among 
American 
wage- 
earners. 
We show that, compared with 
March, 1895, there was in the 1,957 e s­ 
tablishments reporting a gain of 75,754 
in the number of hands employed, or 
a gain of 
39.56 per cent 
for 
March, 
1899; that there was 
a gain 
on the 
gross sum of wages paid of $3,461,* 
235.58, this being 54.09 per cent more 
than in March, 1895; and that while in 
March, 1895, the average rate of wages 
per capita for the month was $33.36, 
the average rate per capita in March, 
1899, had increased to $36.86. being a 
gain of 10.49 per cent. 
Had this census 
been extended so as to include the 
months of 
April and 
May, 1899, the 
months in which the heaviest and most 
general advances 
in 
wages occurred, 
the percentage of increase in the per 
capita wage rate 
would 
undoubtedly 
have been above 15 per cent.

$1,227,000,000, giving a balance of trade 
In our favor of $560,000,000. 
“This means more labor at home,

industrial 
activity in place of the dullness, de­ 
pression and enforced idleness of the 
desolate period following the free-trade 
experim ent at tariff 
m aking in 1894 
cannot, for obvious reasons, be accu­ 
rately stated in figures. 
It is impossi­ 
ble for any but governm ent agencies to 
cover the ground with anything like 
completeness. 
Employers of labor do 
not, as a rule, take kindly to inquiries 
as to facts 
concerning 
wages, gross 
sum of output, etc. 
Hence an unoffi­ 
cial poll of the industrial situation is 
certain to be attended with difficulties. 
The American Tariff Protective league, 
alw ays exceptionally successful in this 
field, has just completed its industrial 
census for the month of March, 1899, 
using th a t m onth as the basis of com ­ 
parison with March, 1895, the former 
being nineteen m onths after the enact­ 
m ent oif the DIngley tariff, while the 
latter was seven months after the en­ 
actm ent of the Wilson tariff of 1894. 
In the case of the earlier period 
the 
country had considerably longer than 
seven m onths in which to settle down 
to an average level of results and con­ 
ditions, for the reason that the period 
of well-defined stagnation really began 
very soon after the election of Grover 
Cleveland in November, 1892. Counting 
the time during which domestic produ­ 
cers were engaged in reducing their 
acale of operations in anticipation 
of 
free-trade tariff times, together with 
the seven m onths of actual experience 
under a free-trade tariff, we have a to­ 
tal period of tim e practically the same 
as the nineteen months between Aug. 
I, 1897, and April I, 1899. 
It Is, however, to be borne in mind 
th a t our returns for March, 1899, flat­ 
terin g and significant though they be, 
fall considerably short of adequately 
expressing the real progress made in 
nineteen m onths of 
practical protec­ 
tion. 
Everybody knows th a t a very 
im portant advance in the wage rate of 
the whole country has gone into effect 
since the close of March, 1899, our cen­ 
sus month. 
Therefore our census fails 
to present the full facts of 
increased 
prosperity 
am ong 
American 
wage- 
earners. We show that, compared with 
March, 1895, there was in the 1,957 es­ 
tablishm ents reporting a gain of 75,754 
in the num ber of hands employed, or 
a gain of 
39.56 per cent 
for 
March, 
1899; th at there was 
a gain 
on the 
gross sum of wages paid of $3,461,- 
235.58, this being 54.09 per cent more 
than in March, 1895; and that while in 
March, 1895, the average rate of wages 
per capita for the m onth was $33.36. 
the average rate per capita in March, 
1899, had increased to $36.86, being a 
gain of 10.49 per cent. 
Had this census 
been extended so as to include the 
m onths of 
April and 
May, 1899, the 
m onths in which the heaviest and most 
general advances 
in 
wages occurred, 
the percentage of increase in the per 
capita wage rate 
would 
undoubtedly 
have been above 15 per cent.
